After an acrimonious exchange 
between American and Peruvian 
delegates, the body—known offi- 
cially as the interim committee 
of the Genera) Assembly—ad- 
journed until Feb. 23. Alberto 
Ulloa of Peru spoke bitterly 
against the United States resolu- 
tion. He demanded the reasons 
behind the move for postpone- 
ment, 

Other small-nation opposition 
vanished however, when Warren 
R. Austin made indignant denial 
of ulterior motives in submitting 
the proposal and said he would 
agree to any deadline accepted by 
the majority. His resolution was 
carried by 39 votes to one, with 
Peru casting the single negative 
ballot. Columbia, El Salvador, 
Iraq, and Saudi Arabia abstained. 

Attack by Peruvian. 

Ulloa implied in his speech that 
delay of the veto debate was 
aimed at conciliating the six So- 
viet bloc nations in an attempt 
to induce them to participate in 
the “little Assembly.” Russia, 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, the Ukraine and White Rus- 
sia have declared a boycott of 
the new agency. 

“There may be reasons of in- 
ternational policy and higher mo- 
tives than the interest of har- 
mony and peace which make it 
advisable to postpone discussion 
on so burning an issue,” Ulloa 
said, “If so, this should be stated. 
Noble purposes should not be 
strangled in procedural red tape.” 

Pointing out that the interim 
committee was created by the 
General, Assembly to “redeem the 
Security Council's failure,” he de- 
clared heatedly: 

“Yet scarcely have we taken 
our places round this table than 
we are asked to adopt an attitude 
of renunciation; to proclaim, in 
one form or another, that we have 
no faith in our work, that we do 
not know which road to take, 
that we are deaf to the anxious 
cries of humanity and are ready 
to put aside noble and well de- 
fined aims in favor of undeclared 
reasons of political expediency, 
cloaked under academic excuses 
of personal convenience.” 

Ulloa recalled that the “little 
Assembly” was established to deal 
with the veto problem after long 
and bitter debate in the General 
Assembly, where it was welcomed 
by smaller nations as a_i astep 
toward political equality, Views 
of the 57 United Nations were 
clearly defined during the discus- 
sion to such degree that “six of 
them announced they would not 
recognize the new organ and 
would boycott it,” he said. 

Austin said he was greatly 
astonished at the implications and 
that they were unworthy of the 
history of the friendly relations 
between his nation and Peru, He 
argued that the United States, in- 
stead of postponing debate, was 
setting a deadline to avert long 
delay. 

Adoption of the American res- 
olution, he declared, would assure 
the committee that it would not 
waste time in fruitless argument. 
In no sense did it indicate a 
change in United States policy 
which led to creation of the “little 
Assembly,” but on the contrary 
supported and advanced that pol- 
icy, he added . 

No opposition to the resolution 
was expressed after Austin spoke. 
Another speaker, supporting the 
contents, suggested changing the 
March 15 deadline to March 1. 
When Austin declined to accept 
the revision, the vote was taken. 

Before the discussion began, 
delegates adopted a Chinese res- 
olution prompting suggestions for 
methods of peaceful settlement of 
disputes without reference to the 
Security Council or General As- 
sembly, and a Philippine proposal 
establishing a subcommittee to 
consider making the interim com- 
mittee a permanent U.N. agency.

A WAA spokes- 
man said that heretofore the 
agency had sold TNT and other 
explosives on the same basis as\ 
it sold surplus stocks of socks, 
field jackets and shoes, with no 
investigation of the purchaser.

Judson, commanding officer of the 
Seneca Army Ordnance Depot at 
Romulus, N. Y., said an additional 
64 tons of explosives had been im- 
pounded there, accounting for vir- 
tually all of a 199-ton consignment 
purchased by Foundry Associates, 
Inc., of New York. The firm has 
been listed by police as the owner 
of the explosives seized in New 
York and New Jersey this week. 
Previously, it had been believed 
that part of the 199-ton shipment 
might already be on the way to 
Palestine. °

Most of his time was given to 
corporation practice, His firm at 
various times represented’ the 
Pennsylvania Railroad (western 
lines), Baltimore & Ohio, Wells- 
Fargo Express Co,, Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co., Third National Bank, La- 
clede Gag Light Co., the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co, and the 
Stone & Webster engineering 
firm. He was a director of Metro- 
politan Life, of the American Zinc, 
Lead & Smelting Co., St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., Coca-Cola Bot- 
tling Co., Houston Oil Co., Lam- 
bert Pharmacal Co. and the St. 
Louis Municipal Theater Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Fordyce represented’ the

Early in the era of national pro- 
hibition, Mr. Fordyce led in the 
formation of the Association Op- 
posed to Prohibition, In a talk 
before an anti-prohibition women’s 
group in 1931, he said: 

“Some say we should live up to 
it while it is a law, but I do not 
indorse that attitude. Does its 
presence in the statutes make it 
right? I cannot believe it does, 
Personally 1 have been guilty of 
violating it, an action of which I 
am proud, I openly defy it; I 
flout it in every way; I encourage 
open rebellion against it.” 

Activity in Recovery Program. 

When Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson 
announced the program of the 
National Recovery Administration 
in his speech at the Municipal 
Theater in 1933, -Mr. Fordyce 
asked him: “Must a man, to be 
employed, be required to join a 
union?” Gen. Johnson's reply was 
that the law said the man should 
not be coerced either to join or 
not to join a union, 

Gen, Johnson named Mr, For- 
dyce as a member of the District 
Recovery Hoard, and he was 
chairman of the Volunteer Cam- 
paign Committee for Missouri, to 
promote the President's re-em- 
ployment program. 

His service in the American Bar 
Association included work as a 
member of the Committee on Fed- 
eral Taxation, and on the Juris- 
prudence and Law Reform Com- 
mittee, 

After the death of Msgr. Tim- 
othy Dempsey, beloved priest and 
charity worker, Mr. Fordyce, a 
Protestant, led the annual drive 
for funds for the charities, Fol- 
lowing the priest's death in 1936, 
the attorney headed a group rais- 
ing a memorial fund for the main.

The shortage of milk in St. 
Louis ig the result of the refusal 


of dairies to pay milk producers 
enough money to offset the high 
coat of feed, farm labor and other 
expenses of dairy farmers, Milton 
M. Mueller, president of the 
Square Deal Milk Producers’ Aa- 
sociation of Highland, Il, teld a 
public hearing of the Citigens’ 
Mijk Investigating Committee yea- 
terday at Kiel Auditorium. 
Although corn has increaged 87 
per cent in the past year and bal- 
anced dairy feed from. $3.60 to 
$4.83 per hundred pounds, the milk 
producer.now receives 40 cents @ 
hundredweight less than he re 
ceived a year ago, Mueller said. 
During the year, the price of milk 
to the consumer steadily increased 
until the commodity costs more in 
St. Louls than in any other city 
in the United States, he said. 
The city’s sanitary milk ordl- 
nance ig not the major cause of 
the milk shortage, Mueller said. 
He said enforcement of the ordi- 
nance by Health Commissioner Dr. . 
Joseph F. Bredeck was not a hin- 
drance to milk production. At a 
meeting Wednesday night, Harold 
G. Baker, attorney representing 
the Sanitary Milk Producers, larg- 
est dairy farmer group in the St.

Washington U.’s Clinic 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently I visited St. Louis, where I 
attended sessions of the American Acad- 
emy of Allergy. I learned of the con- 
troversy between the dean of Washing- 
ton University Medical School and the 
practicing physicians of the city-—the 
so-called “part-time inatructgys.” I read 
your editorial comment, in support of 
the dean, which startled me, as it 
showed lack of judgment, 

Everyone agrees that group practice 
is desirable, The question is how it 
should be done, 

Only 50 or 60 yéars ago we had 200 
or more medical schools, Most of them 
were tnferlor and thelr standards of 
medical education were almost diagrace- 
ful. It .was only after the doctors 
banded together through the American 
Medical Association and undertook to 
clean house that our schools, hospitals 
and educational standards became what 
they are today, 

We now have but 60 medical schools, 
find they are the best in the world. Only 
men of Dean Moore's type are pe?r- 
mitted to conduct the affaira of medical 
echools today, It. was the doctors them- 
selves Who made progress possible. They 
did not need any outside “doctoring.” 
In fact, we believe that outside influ- 
ences, be they political or otherwise, 
will retard progress. 

Of course, we believe that group prac- 
tice is necessary. But why should a 
médical school, whose function it is to 
teach and to educate, engage in private 
practice? Why should a teaching in- 
stitution compete with those it teaches? 
As a practicing physician, I can tell you 
that such practice will not enhance the 
quality of teaching or the quality of 
private practice. It will only mean that 
profita and money-making will enter 
into the field of medical education, 

If a medical ‘school be permitted to 
practice medicine, then why should not 
the School of Engineering go into the 
construction business, and the School of 
Law engage in legal enterprise? 


I feel that the duty of Dean Moore 
is to atrive for better educational at- 
tainments, He should discover fields of 
needed research, He should, above all, 
nee to it that hia undergraduates receive 
the best possible training. Let the trus- 
teos and the public supply the funda, 
and let the doctora plan for the type 
of practice that is beat for the public,

As 
you say, automatic train control will 
apply the brakes of a train when reach- 
ing a red block even if the engineman 
has failed to see or misread the signal, 
Consequently, the train is stopped with- 
out any effort on the part of the enyi- 
neer. Fine. But possibly there is trouble 
ahead, a train broken down, or stalled, 
that needs help. 

Now engines equipped with autoniatic 
train control? are provided with a lever, 
called the “permissive lever,” which cuts 
out the automatic feature and allows 
an engine to enter a red block to render 
any assistance it can to the train ahead. 
For instances like these, operating rules 
invariably state the train must proceed 
slowly, with flagman in front and be 
prepared to stop instantly. The second 
section involved in this wreck disre- 
ganded all rules of safety by proceed- 
ing in a reckless manner and there is 
no need to maintain that automatic 
train control would have prevented the 
wreck, 

Regardless of all the mechanical gad- 
gets invented, there still must be some 
employe. responsibility involved in the 
operation of trains and, when this re- 
sponsibility fails, disaster results. I 
cannot agree with you that failure to 
provide automatic train controls lays 
negligence on the management's door- 
atep.

Japan Is Not Reformed 


Gen, MacArthur has asserted that Japan has 
been transformed from a war-mongering feudal 
state to a peaceful republic and is now ready for 
a peace treaty and the removal of occupation 
troops, This statement is brought more jnto 
question with almost every passing day. 

There are two reforms that are absolutely es- 
sential before Japan can be allowed to govern 
itself again. The first is that the control which 
was exercised by the militaristic nationalists 
must be stricken off. The second is that the 
people themselves must be put at the helm of 
government, and must be made so stable there 
that the militarists cannot wrest the control from 
them once the occupation troops have left. 

Gen. MacArthur says both these objectives 
have been accomplished. There are the strong- 
est reasons for believing that neither of them 


has been. 
The militaristic nationalists were provided 


with the industrial and financial sinews of the 
war by the Zaibatsu, the cartel which controlled 


, 80 per cent of Japan’s economy, They were sup- 


plied with the necessary fanaticism among their 
cannon fodder by the Code Bushido. They were 
blessed with “divine” approval through the insti- 
tution of the Emperor. This same combination 
of forces ruled the country politically, 

Gen. MacArthur ordered the Zaibatsu com- 
bines bfoken up, their operators purged from 
business life and their stocks and bonds sold 
to the public. Nevertheless, the Zaibatsu sur- 
vives virtually intact, according to Gordon 
Walker, of the Christian Science Monitor. Its 
power is admitted by the Japanese Govern- 
ment's own Justice Ministry and by the Military 
Government in Japan's chief industrial city, 
Osaka, 

Purged Japanese have infiltrated agencies 
such as the Central Liaison Office and through 
them do business with skillfully false-fronted 
Zaibatsu companies. So influential is the new 
underground Zaibatsu that it could nullify an 
Army order for rugs and obtain an Army con- 
tract for spare parts for vehicles. 


The Zaibatsu not only survives and Is running 
Japan behind the silk screen of popular govern- 
ment—it has the device for regaining its prewar 
industrial and banking empire without cost by 
buying back its stocks and bonds, according to 
William Costello, Columbia Broadcasting System 
correspondent at Tokyo, writing in the New 
Republic. 

Mr. Costello says this device consists of 400 
billion yen worth of Japanese Army and Navy 
supplies which the Suzuki Government secretly 
disposed of before surrender and the greater 
part of 192 billion yen worth of goods which the 
occupation turned over to the Japanese for sale 
‘and relief—and for which it has never been able 
to obtain an accounting, 

As for the fanatico-religious support of mili- 
taristic nationalism in Japan, there is little evi- 
dence that Gen. MacArthur has succeeded there 
either, The Bushido cult has been untouched by 
the war crimes trials, writes Robert T. Oliver, 
manager of the Washington Bureau of the Ko- 
rean Pacific Press, and for the specific reason 
that the biggest criminal of all, Hirohito, is 
exempt, 

Even if the Japanese could become practl- 
tloners of peace and democracy with Bushido 
and the Emperor continuing, have they the 
wherewithal to do so? Their tools for democ- 
racy are the new Constitution and the ballot. 
Whatever Gen, MacArthur may expect from the 
Constitution, which is his product and not the 
Japanese's, a Japanese view of it is expressed 
in the witticism that “it’s not a very good 
translation.” 

And the ballot, Mr. Walker says, is so mean- 
ingless that among a Japanese voter's choices 
are sometimes two or more parties with dia- 
metrically opposite platforms—but all run by the 
same party boss with an organization reaching 
down into the smallest villages. 


Gen, MacArthur's ideallam ta admirable, but 
it is dangerous when it runs to nalvete. Ap- 
parently he confuses orders with performance, 
has left too much of the performance to an in- 
efficent Japanese bureaucracy, and has sur- 
rounded himself with yes-men who do not tell 
him the truths about the shortcomings of the 
occupation, ; 

To let Japan loose now would be to invite the 
same old clique which is now running the coun- 
try covertly to abandon all pretense and restore 
the prewar status quo in appearance as well as 
in fact. With the present weakened state of 
China, India and Korea it would be to invite 
these militaristic nationalists to re-embark on 
their adventure of a Greater East Asia Co- 
Prosperity Sphere in time—with a better pros- 
pect of succeeding. 

Gen. MacArthur's achievements in Japan have 
been considerable, but they have not been funda- 
mental, The fundamental task remains what it 
was at the outset of occupation two years ago— 
to abolish feudal government and establish 
popular rule.

NRA, 1948 Model 


Even for the worthy and limited purpose of 
distributing raw materials more fairly, it was 
dangerous to exempt industry-wide agreements 
from the anti-trust laws. The authors of the 
G.O.P, anti-inflation statute guarded against 
greater dangers by excluding price-fixing agree- 
ments from the immunity, but an important seg- 
ment of the lumber industry already suggests 
that they be exempted, too. 

Price reduction is a fine thing these days, but 
why do lumbermen need the consent of their 
competitors to cut prices? Does some question- 
able existing price contract stand in the way? 
Is this connected with the lumber industry’s bad 
anti-trust record? Or the purpose might be to 
dragoon dissenters into line. Swollen lumber 
prices need a rollback, but can anyone but dis- 
interested public officials be trusted to fix and 
police the ceilings? 

The history of “self-regulation” by industry 
committees shows, certainly, that they cannot be 
trusted. The pretext of oil conservation has 
been used to freeze out smaller competitors. 
Representatives of competing railroads get to- 
gether not to cut rates but to hold them up, 
NRA “code authorities,” the most extensive and 
notorious example, got competitors together, 
made alliances between management and labor, 


ran a gravy train and charged the freight to 
consumers, ; 

Infant though the new law is, the administra- 
tive apparatus already recalls the NRA scheme. 
dphn C, Virden, a sort of latter-day Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson brought,from industry into govern- 
ment to oversee the new “codes,” hopes to set up 
management-labor committees and expects to 
appoint a labor adviser.

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Missouri Is Better Off 


Missouri’s plan for selection of judges has 
aroused the ire of several members of the Colo- 
rado bar who protest against its approval by the 
Colorado Bar Association. Writing a guest edi- 
torial in the Denver Post, William H. Schofield, 
Denver lawyer, says: 


Although a member of the legal profes- 
sion, I have never been—and pray to God I 


never will be—so conceited as to believe 
that members of that profession are ex- 
pressly endowed by their Creator with es- 
pecially sound judgment in matters of 
government and economics. 


Mr. Schofield’s humility reflects his belief 
that it is better to have the people elect judges 
on a non-partisan basis than to, have a panel of 
possible appointees recommended to the Gover- 
nor by bar committees. He also Has doubts about 
the wisdom of permitting a judgé to stand on his 
record when hig term expires. e says it does 
not take the courts out of party politics. 


We commend to the protesting Colorado law- 
yers the leading article in the current issue of 
the American Bar Association Journal. This 
article, by Missouri Supreme Court Judge James 
M. Douglas, describes the Missouri system in 
detail and shows how it has worked. Judge 
Douglas reports that in the seven years the plan 
has been in operation, nine nominations have 
been made by three Governors for judicial seats 
ranging from Circuit Courts in St. Louls and 
Jackson county to the State Supreme Court. 
Thus far no nomination has been such as to be 
“criticized by the bar or the press.” 


The Missouri plan is not perfect. It does tend 
to establish a judge in his seat, as we saw when 
Judge Sartorius, for one, stood on his record. 
But this is not a certainty. Judge Douglas’ arti- 
cle shows that the voters refused: to retain a 
Democratic judge in Jackson county when he 
offered himself at the end of his term, The 
value of the plan is that it gets a better quali- 
fied judge in the first place. It is inconceivable 
that under this plan of selection, St. Louis could 
ever get such an assortment of judges as were 
slated to do the political courthouse chores of 
the Democratic machine in the Dickmann- 
Hannegan-Waechter days. 

As to protecting the bench against the effects 
of party landslides, there can be no question 
about that. In 1942, Missouri went Republican 
for state offices and seats in Congress. Under 
the old plan, two experienced Democratic Su- 
preme Court judges would have been swept from 
the bench at Jefferson City. Under the Missouri 
plan, each retained his seat. In 1944, Missouri 
voted Democratic for President and Governor. 
Yet State Supreme Court Judge Laurence M, 
Hyde, a Republican, was retained along with 
Judge Douglas, a Democrat. 

We can assure the dissenting members of the 
Colorado bar that the Missouri judiciary is bet- 
ter for the plan now in operation, They may be 
able to improve on our system, but we urge 
them to make sure that any changes they make 
are an improvement. 


Logical or Shameful? 


The Legislature has unanimously voted to re- 
store full allotments to old-age pensioners and 
dependent children, retroactive to last Novem- 
ber. Average pensions will now be $35.80 a 

: month and aid per child $17.80. They were cut 
only because the Legislature underestimated the 
needed appropriations, 

In contrast, the Legislature intentionally pro- 
vided only 52 per cent of the amount needed for 
relief to citizens who cannot earn a living he- 
cause of illness and infirmities. It is announced 
that even that may soon have to be cut. Direct 
relief averages $10.97 per person per month. 


Old-age pensioners and their relatives are a 
powerful pressure group; direct relief recipients 
are about the weakest, most disorganized class in 
society. If legislatures are designed to serve 
clamoring interests, if they are simply mechanics 
“to grease the wheel that squeaks loudest,” then 
this: contrast in treatment is logical. If their 
duty is to represent all the people, with special 
care for people who cannot help themselves, 
therf it is a shame to the Legislature and to all 
Missourians. 


Congress’ Rent Baby 
For rejecting a 15 per cent rent advance in St. 
Louis and the Missouri suburbs, Housing Expe- 
diter Woods will receive praise and blame, He 
deserves neither, He has earned no praise, and 
the blame belongs to the Republican Congress 
which wrote the present rent law. 


This Congress sought to please landlords with- 
out offending tenants, So it delegated responsi- 
bility for general rent increases to local boards 
subject to veto by the Housing Expediter, an 
Administration official. Doing injustice to land- 
lords but doing it straightforwardly, President 
Truman has consistently opposed a general. in- 
crease. Committed to this policy, the Admini- 
stration would be politically inept if it assumed 
the legislative responsibility that Congress 
shirked, incurred the displeasure of renters and 
pulled Republican chestnuts off the fire. 


This is something to keep in mind when 
G.O.P. charges again fly around, any day now, 
that the Administration has disobeyed the rent 
mandate. Knowing that the law wauld almost 
surely be administered as Woods is Wiminister- 
ing it, Congress deliberately avoided giving a 
clear mandate. ease 

Landlords will misplace blame for the out- 
come unless they place it on the dominant Re- 
publicans and the right-wing Democrats who 
joined in concocting the present law. And ten- 
ants owe no gratitude to the congressional 
schemers who would as readily have abolished 
rent control entirely if they had seen any way to 
shift the blame,

Did you buy them on an eye doctor's 
prescription? 

Do you live outside New England and 
the’ Middle Atlantic states? 

If your answer is “yes” to these ques- 
tions, the chances are better than even that 
you are one of 4,000,000 or more annual vic- 
tims of the secret eyeglass-rebate racket. 


Through this scheme more than 3000 eye 
doctors have been raking in an estimated 
$35,000,000 a year in secret kickbacks— 
politely called “credita”’—from optical 
companies, ' 

Here's how the scheme usually works. 
Your eyes begin to trouble you. You want 
to be examined by someone who can give 
you competent, unprejudiced advice, some- 
one who can have no interest in selling you 
giasses if you don't need them, 8So you go 
to an oculist or ophthalmologist—a physi- 
cian who specializes in eye examfnation 
and treatment. 


Just a “Trade Custom” 


He tests your vision and prescribes 
glasses. You pay his fee—$10 or $15—con- 
sidering it fair payment for honest, un- 
prejudiced advice. Then the chances are 
that you take his prescription—at his sug- 
gestion—-to a branch of the American Opti- 
cal Co. or an affiliate of the Bausch & 
Lomb Optical Co., the two companies that 
control almost two thirds of the entire eye- 
glass business, The optical company fits 
you with glasses and charges you from $12 
to well over $20. 


The optical company pockets enough of .- 


your money to pay for the cost of the 
giasses and a “fitting fee,” plus a fair 
profit. Then'it “credits” what is left— 
approximately 50 per cent of the price 
charged you-—to the doctor whom you have 
already paid, 

This scheme—the optical companies refer 
to it as a “trade custom”— has been going 
on unchecked, in one form or another, for 

lany years, although it has been repeat- 
y condemned as unethical and repre- 

ible by the American Medical Assocla- 
and other medical societies, 


A while ago the facts were laid before 
the Antitrust Division of the Department 
of Justice. In the ensuing investigation, 
the Government’s lawyers discovered thou- 
sands of cases of rebating in the records of 
the American Optical Co, and the Riggs 
Optical Co., Consolidated, an affiliate of 
the Bausch & Lomb Optical Bo.

There’s Big. Money in It 


When, In July 1946, the Department of 
Justice filed antitrust complaints against 
the two major optical firms and a host of 
physicians, they cited more than 160 such 
examples and listed 52 physicians who had 
collected $585,000 in rebates in 12 months. 
For example, a Mason City, Ia., physician 
was paid more than $21,000 in 10945. A 
Madison, Wis., medico was down on the 
books for $18,504.98. Two doctors in El 
Paso netted $21,386.40. And a‘ Rockford, 
Ill., practitioner pocketed $15,389.25, 

If, as the Government contends, these 
are typical of the*more than 3000 doctors 
who took part in this practice, eyeglass 
purchasers have been paying more than 
$35,000,000 a year above and beyond the 


real price of their glasses and In addition 
to the fees they paid thelr physicians, 

Not all eye specialists connived willingly 
in this under-the-table practice. Some re- 
fused to accept rebates or turned them 
back to their patients. The Government, in 
its complaint against Bausch & Lomb, con- 
tended that affiliates of the conspiring 
manufacturer had refused to gell spectacles 
to the patients of doctors who rebelled 
against accepting secret rebates. 


How to Keep Peace 


The courte will decide thia argument, 
The average man may wonder why the 
eyeglass companies kick back so many mil- 
lions of dollars to physicians. The answer 
is simple. Only about one third of all eye- 
glasses are sold on doctors’ prescriptions, 
The rest are sold by opticians and optome- 
trists—people Hcensed to dispense glasses 
but not to treat the eyes medically, They 
charge a single, over-all price which in- 
cludes both the eye examination and the 
glasses. 

It has been the problem of the optical 
companies to keep peace between op- 
tomhetrists and eye physicians, If everyone 
could buy glasses at their real price, most 
of us would go to an eye doctor. But that 
would wreck the business of the non- 
medical eyeglass dikpensers, Thus the re- 
bate scheme forces anyone going to an 
eye doctor to pay just as much for glasses 
as the optometrist or optician would 
charge—plus the eye doctor’s professional 
fee. 

As far back as 1940 the Department of 
Justice brought criminal suits against both 
the American Optical Co. and Bausch and 
Lomb, claiming that these two major com- 
panies and four other optical manufactur- 
era—who together produce 95 per_cent of 
all lenses made in the United States—had 
conspired to fix prices, 


Courts Can End It 


s 

In another case, the Government charged 
that similar agreements covered the prices 
of various patented eyeglass frames, The 
price of these patented frames was, in fact, 
set so high that customers began to fall 
back upon cheaper, unpatented frames. In 
1939 the American Optical Co, called a 
meeting of frame manufacturers to set up 
an agreement fixing the prices of unpat- 
ented frames as well, This agreement was 
never consummated—for the Department 
of Justice moved into action. 


If the Government's pending pleas for in- 
junctions against price fixing and the re- 
bate scheme are granted by the courts, the 
entire structure by which eyeglass prices 
have been maintained at fantastic levels 
will tumble, 

There are a number of independent, non- 
rebating optical firms. Some—but not all 
—are members of the Guild of Prescription 
Opticians of America (705 Bailey Building, 
Philadelphia 7, Pa.). Guild members, main- 
taining approximately 300 stores in 27 
states, have signed a pledge against 
rebating.

S a send-off for the European recovery program in its journey 
through Congress, Senator Arthur H, Vandenberg gave Congress 
another example of the meaning of co-operation on a bipartisan 


foreign policy. The Republican leadership in the House could not 
do better than to study this latest object lesson and profit from it. 


When President Truman at the 
end of the special session sent the 
recovery proposal to Congress, he 
included a recommendation for a 
total of 17 billion 
dollars to be au- 
thorized for a 
four-year pro 
gram. That im- 
mediately be- 
‘ame the target 
for those who 
wanted to block 
the whole idea 
of a recovery 
plan. 

It wasa handy 
target. They 
‘could talk about 
the impossibility

gress to spend large sums of 
money. They could talk about of- 
fering Europe a serous ts. guar- 
antee so that Europeans would sit 
back and wait for the gravy train 
to arrive on annual schedule.

Political Temptation. 


That was, in fact, the Way some 
of the House Republican leaders 
were beginning to talk. Those 
leaders, with the honorable excep- 
tion of Chairman Charles A. Ea- 
ton of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, whose influence in 
party councils is not conspicuous, 
are still isolationist in their out- 
look. They could not resist the 
temptation to make mischievous 
politics out of that big, round sum 
of 17 billion dollars.

But this drew 
murmurs of protest from some 
committee members. 


A Constructive Move. 


A second stumbling block and 
time-killer foreseen by Vanden- 
berg is on how the program shall 
be administered. In the House, 
conscientious, hard-working Rep- 
resentative Christian Herter is for 
a separate Government corpora- 
tion with broad independent pow- 
ers to supervise the aid program. 
But this opens the way for dupli- 
cation and conflict. Obviously, the 
E.R.P. will be the base of the 
nation’s foreign policy. Decisions 
made by the E.R.P. administration 
will cast a long shadow around 
the world, 

This administrator might be- 
come a sort of second Secretary of 
State, competing with the one 
duly appointed by the President 
and contirmed by the Senate. Like-

PRESSMEN WRITE 


New York Local Agrees 
to Give Up Closed Shop 


Journeymen.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
About 1900 New York newspaper 
pressmen are working under the 
“irst major-city newspaper con- 
tract into which is written com- 


plete compliance with the Taft- 
Hartley Act, William Mapel, vice 
chairman of the Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation of New York City, said 


yesterday. 

The contract, signed Thursday, 
was negotiated with the associa- 
tion and ratified by AFL Press 
men’s Local No. 2 by a four-to-one 
margin. The agreement runs for 
two years, and was characterized 


by Joseph Dwyer, union president, 
as “the finest contract our union 
has ever negotiated.” — 

George L. Berry, international 
president of the pressmen, the an- 
nouncement said, termed the con- 
tract, “a victory for the orderly 
processes of collective bargaining.” 

In place of a closed shop, which 
is barred by the Taft-Hartley Act. 
the union accepted a union shop. 
The contract carries also a short- 
ened work week, a third week’s 
vacation and holiday overtime at 
triple time. All job rules are in 
conformity with the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 3 
The new contract provides a 
wage increase of $13 a week for 
journeymen pressmen, with corre 
sponding increases for apprentices 
and junior pressmen. The New 
York scale now is $84.50 for day 
work of 36% hours and $88 for 
night work of 33% hours, five 
shifts a week. 

The contract calls also for arbi- 
tration of all disputes, including 
any that may arise over a suc- 
ceeding contract, under an arbi- 
tration agreement between the in- 
ternational union and the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Associ- 
ation, to which the New York pub- 
lishers and the local union have 
made themselves parties. 


BARUCH BROTHERS 
TO HOLD REUNION TO 
‘STRENGTHEN CHAIN’ 


HOBOKEN, N.J., Jan. 10 (UP) 
—The Baruch brothers are going 
to have a family reunion “to 
strengthen our chain a little bit 
and make us all last a Httle 
longer."

There was a widespread feeling 
in Britain, as Hitler's forces over- 
ran what had been the Russian 
zone of Poland and swept on 
toward Moscow, that Russia would 
capitulate to Germany and renew 
that totalitarian monster born of 
the earlier German-Russian pact. 

Churchill wanted nothing to of- 
fend the feelings of Stalin. Some 
of this feeling penetrated Wash- 
ington, ahd over both Washington 
and London there settled a state 
of mind which decreed that Stalin 
was the noblest of leaders and 
that all things Russian were right. 

The Polish Government in exile 
was getting a sharply different 
view of matters. Many of the Rus- 
sian labor camp commanders were 
refusing to yield the tens of thou- 
sands of emaciated and work- 
broken Poles under their yoke. 
Other Poles, released by the so- 
‘called “amnesty,” were being re- 
arrested and put back into slgv- 
ery. They were dying like flids. 

Our Polish soldiers, released as 
prisoners of war, found their way 
to Gen, Anders’s headquarters as 
best they could, while our ham- 
pered: diplomatic and military 


reaches of the U.S.S.R. for camps 
that had contained them as pris- 
oners of war. 

Not Certain on Number. 

We could never be absolutely 
certain about the number of Pol- 
ish Army men the Red Army had 
captured and hauled into Rus- 
sia. We had mainly to depend on 
an item in the Soviet Army paper 
Red Star, dated Sept. 17, 1940. 

The Red Star item had revealed 
that, “in addition to civilians,” 
181,000 members of the Polish 
Army were then being held in 
Russian prisoners of war camps— 
a list which included 12 generals. 
58 colonels, 72 lieutenant colonels 
and 9227 officers of lower ranks. 

Slowly, bravely, the remnants of 
these forces began to report to 
Gen. Anders, but he noted with 
growing concern that there were 
only a few officers among them. 
He communicated this news to 
us and we asked Moscow, only to 
be told that all the men had been 
released, 

We repeated our inquiries about 
our missing officers, without avail, 
and at the same time arranged— 
through a meeting between Nor- 
man Davis, of the American Red 
Cross, and Constantin Oumansky, 
in Washington—to have Red Cross 
aid delivered to our stricken peo- 
ple in Russia. 

These were fretful times for our 
Government, for we were unable 
to reveal our difficulties to the 
world’s public opinion. Nothing 
must distress Stalin, Nothing. 


Taste of Insincerity. 

Russia's formal acceptance of 
the principles laid down in the 
Atlantic Charter made comforting 
reading in the British Empire 
and in the United States, but in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board yesterday rejected a_ fre- 
quest of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen to be one — 
bargaining agent on a xing 
(Ky) bus ibe because A. F. Whit- 
ney. brotherhood president, has 
refused to sign a non-Communist 
oath. 

Labor-management relations in 
the railroad field are governed by 
the Railway Labor Act rather 
than the Taft-Hartley Act, but 
Whitney’s union has about 100 
contracts with bus lines. The 
NLRB said Whitney had been giv- 
en a “reasonable” time in which 
to file an affidavit disavowing 
Communism, which the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act requires as a condition to 
using the facilities of the board. 

The case dismissed involved 
about 30 employes of the Short 
Way Bus Lines, Lexington.

N.C.A.A. Adopts Purity Code: 


Grid Bowl Control Suggestion 
Draws a Bowl of Razzberries 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10—The National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 


tion today adopted its stringent 


“sanity code” to purify college 


athletics by defining sounder amateur principles and limiting financial 


aid to athletes, 


With only slight opposition, the 
purity code was adopted after Dr. 
Carl Leib, of the University of 
Iowa and N.C.A.A, president, told 
the delegates that the group was 
“under close scrutiny and there 
was a suspicion that this body 
would adopt resolutions and then 
forget them.” 

The principles which will gov- 
ern 275 member schools are: 

1—Strict amateurism in which 
college athletes may not be paid. 

2—Institutional control and re 
sponsibility for correct conduct, 

&—Sound academic standards 
for all students, including athletes, 

4—Limited financial aid, pub- 
licised and based on scholarship. 

6 — Limited recruiting, under 
which athletic staffs shall not so- 
licit students with offers of fi- 
nancial ald, 

Putting teeth into the code, the 
N.C.A.A. voted two enforcement 
committees. The first, a constitu- 
tional committee, will interpret 
the code for doubtful members 
and attempt enforcement willing- 
ly. The second, a fact-finding 
committee, would investigate vio- 
lators and recommend suspen- 


sions. 
Rice Coach Objects. 

Violators will be dropped from 
the N.C.A.A, and not permitted 
to complete against member 
achoolsa who compete with mem- 
bers, 

Leib had expected opposition to 
the financial aid and recruiting 
principles, but except for a small 
number of negative votes, the code 
was rushed through rapidly.

Tad Wieman of the University 
of Maine, outgoing president of 
the American Football Coaches’ 
Association and former Princeton 
mentor, broached the subject at a 
joint meeting of his group and the 
N.C.A.A., and recommended that 
a national committee look into all 
phases of the bow! situation. 

Declaring that many schools had 
become concerned over the “mul- 
tiplicity of post-season games 
which have come into existence 
with their attendant problems,” 
Wieman continued: 

“It has come to a point where 


almost any community which has 
something to promote can an- 
nounce a football game, apply to 
it some fancy, or. even not #0 
fancy, bowl name and find at 
least two colleges apparently eager 
to contribute their pawn's part to 
the promotion,” 


Crisler Quick to Protest. 

The idea that the N.C.A.A. 
project itself into the bowl pic- 
ture received a quick blast from 
Coach Fritz Crisler, whose Mich- 
igan team walloped Southern Call- 
fornia in the Rose Bowl last weok, 
49-0, 

“T think it is within the province 
and right of each institution to 
schedule whom they please, and 
establish thelr own policy on who 
they should play,” Crisler declared 
later. 

Wieman, who waa line coach un- 
der Crisler at Princeton, became 
head coach there in 1938 when 
Crisler resigned to go to Michigan. 
He said the few coaches he had 
talked to thought his plan a “good 
one.” 

Another coach whose team 
played in a bowl game New Year's 
day, Jim Tatum of Maryland, also 
took a dim view of Wieman’s idea. 

“Certainly every school should 
have an administration to know 
what is good and what is bad for 
the boys,” said Tatum, whose 
Maryland team tied Geor rim, 20-20, 
in the Gator Bowl at Jacksonville, 
Fila. 

“Bowl games should be left up 
to the individual university, be- 
cause conditions in the state might 
demand that the school and team 
play and help some local institu- 
tion, or program. 

“If competent Maryland offi- 
cials, or those of any other school, 
figure it won't hurt the boys, why 
should the N.C.A.A.? 

Wieman, admitting that he was 
opposed “in principle” to all post- 
season games, said it was “only 
fair to acknowledge that there are 
some notable exceptions to the 
harsh accusations have just 
made. Nevertheless, IT am satia- 
fied that my remarks are applica- 
ble in a majority-of the cases.’ 

‘He proposed that a continuing 
committee be named by the N.C. 
A.A, to draw standards and 
requirements to be met by spon- 
sors of post-season games involv- 
ing colleges, and college players. 

The latter — college players — 
would involve such games as the 
East-West Shrine charity game at 
San Francisco, and the annual 
North-South college all-star game 
at Montgomery, Ala. 

“Tl further propose that the 
N.C.A.A, member institutions limit 
their participation in post-season 
games to those approved by this 
committee.”

It was written to denounce evil and elevate 
good, and it does. There is no false intent in the Bible. What- 
ever is written there is written in the cause of truth and not 
untruth. 

There is the spirit of sincerity and truth in the Bible but 
there is none in the obscene book, The bad book drags in the 
evil in human nature for the sale of the book. A book that 
shocks is sensational and the sensational book sells well—for 
a time. The Bible is the best seller of all, down through the 
ages. 

Then Shakespeare and the ancient classics come in for 
the same criticiam.

The 
chance to work and the hope of 
future prosperity in thelr country 
are the only things that will turn 
the guerrillas from dissatiafied 
bandits into loyal and productive 
citizens,

N CHECKING the pastry sec- 
| tion of more than 50 cook books 

recently, we found only three 
sweet potato pile recipes. That 
sounds as though this ple is not 
well known and surely could not 
be very exciting to eat. But the 
truth is that sweet potato pie is 
one of the great favorites and is 
served regularly in the southland 
where a lot of sweet potatoes are 
grown, 

This pie is made in three dif- 
ferent ways. In one the partially 
cooked sweet potatoes are sliced 
right into the crust, brown sugar 
and spices are sprinkled on, then 
more potatoes and more sugar and 
spices and finally some of the 
water from the cooked potatoes 
is poured over top. A top pastry 
is put on and then the pie is 
baked slowly to permit the sugar 
to acquire a caramelized consist- 
ency. Another way which seems 
more preferable is to prepare a 
smooth puree of the cooked sweet 
potatoes and combine them in a 
custard-pie type of filling. 

The third type of mixing Is like 
that of a chess ple in which the 
sugar and shortening are creamed 
just like it is for cake, then the 
sweet potato puree and some milk 
and cream are stirred into the 
thick creamy mass which is 
poured into a pastry shell and 

aked much Iike custard pile. At 
the end of the baking period, a 
meringue is spread over the top 
to brown. Here is our sweet po- 
tato recipe which we believe makes 
as good pie as pumpkin ever 


could, 
Sweet Potato Pie. 

Three medium sweet potatoes, 
one-fourth cup hutter melted, two 
eggs separated, one-half cup 
strained honey, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half cup milk, one 
teaspoon grated orange rind, one 
teaspoon brand, if desired, un- 
baked eight-inch ple shell. 

Scrub potatoes thoroughly with 
cold water, place in a saucepan, 
cover with boiling water and cook 
until soft. Drain, remove skins 
and press potatoes through ricer 
or strainer to remove all lumps 
and fibers. Cool slightly. Add 
melted butter, egg yolks, honey, 
salt, nutmeg and baking powder 
and beat unt!] smooth and creamy; 
then stir in milk, orange rind and 
brandy. Pour into the unpricked 
pie shell. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees) for 15 minutes or until 
edge of crust is lightly browned. 
Then reduce heat to 300 degrees 
(slow) and bake 25 to 30 minutes 
longer. Remove pie from oven 
and spread with meringue made 
by beating the two egg whites 
until stiff, then beating in three 
tablespoons sugar. Return to oven 
for 20 minutes to brown meringue. 
Cool on cake rack before cutting. 
Five to six servings,

True, he had 
a short club euit, but with better 
than five honor-tricks in hie hand, 
and with two free raises from 
partner, it did not seém possible 
that he would have much trouble, 
As he later explained, however, 
he sensed that his partner's 
raises had been based on a fran- 
tic effort to cash in on the part- 
score. It was just as well that 
South's sixth sense was highly 
developed! 


West opened the spade queen. 
Declarer won and, after glaring 
at his partner, laid down the ace 
and queen of hearts. (He could 
not tell that the heart king lay 
doubleton.) Dummy ruffed West's 
heart king, but now declarer, with 
both hands reduced to only three 
trumps, was understandably afraid 
to lead trumps, He tried Instead 
to “sneak by” his second spade 
trick by leading from dummy, 
East, however, ruffed in with a 
low club and returned a diamond, 
By the time the defenders had 
completed thelr merry cross-ruff, 
South was down three tricks for 
an 800-point penalty, 

Considering what would have 
happened to West at three dia- 
monds, which South, of course, 
would have doubled if he had 
been given half @ chance, this 
was a humiliating defeat for 
North-South, Proper defense would 
have defeated West at least two 
tricks for a 500-point penalty, and 
thus the “swing” involved wag at 
least 1300 points. *

ERE are a few items we in- 

tended to get off our chest 

last year but never quite got 
around to it. 

Decalcomanias (it's a kind of 
decorative transfer, not a nervous 
disorder) can be removed with a 
little warm water and a clean 
cloth. If the decal has been var- 
nished over you'll have to get rid 
of the varnish before you tackle 
the decal, 

Heavy mineral deposits In hot 
water heating elements can be 
softened up with a solution of one 
part muriatic acid in ten parts 
water, Let this solution sit In the 
coll for half an hour or so and 
then flush out with plenty of fresh 
water. 

Always sandpaper in the direc- 
tion of the wood grain, never 
across. 

Keep the fireplace damper 
closed when the fireplace is not in 
use to prevent warm alr getting 
out through the chimney, And 
speaking of heat loss, pulling 
down window shades will save 
heat that would otherwise be ab- 
sorbed by the cold window glass, 

Linoleum makes a swell wall 
covering for such places as the 
bath or kitchen where water is 
tossed around pretty freely, It is 
fastened to the wall with linoleum 
cement but don’t try putting it on 
top of wallpaper.
